Plans To Build 
Bowling Alley 
Given Approval 


The Park Planning and Zoning 
Commission Monday night ap- 
proved plans of the Albany Recrea- 
tion Corporation for a $300,000 
bowling alley and recreation center 
to be built at the corner of San 
Pablo Ave. and Clay St. 


The plans call for a bowling al- 
ley, billiard room, soda fountain 
and lunch counter and lounge. An 
all night pharmacy would be built 
at the corner. 


Frank B. Lacy, president of the 
corporation, requested the commis- 
sion to rezone from second residen- 
tial to commercial that portion of 
the property which extends along 
Adams Street, It is planned to use 
this part of the property for a park- 
ing lot. The property facing on San 
Pablo is already zoned for commer- 
cial building, 

Rezoning of the property was ap- 
proved by the commission in a 
four-to-one vote. William Garren 
cast the dissenting vote. He said 
that if the Adams St. property were 
rezoned any type of building per- 
mitted in a commercial zone could 
later be constructed on the prop- 
erty and affected property owners 
might not have understood this 
when they gave oral consent to the 
proposal. 

If the rezoning of Adams Street 
is approved by the City Council 
when they study the matter on De- 
cember 27, construction will start 
February 15, Lacy said. The build- 
ing is expected to be completed by 
August 1, 1949, 

The new center, to be named the 
Albany Bowl, will include 16 bowl- 
ing alleys, 12 billiard tables and a 
large teelvyision scren in the lounge.

Q. Where does the cut come from 
and how is it identified? 

A. The butt half of ham is the 
upper or round half of ham, as con- 
trasted to the lower or pointed 
shank half of ham. The cut surface. 
reveals two bones—a long bone (the 


aitch bone) and the other the round | 


or leg bone. ‘The butt half ham con- 
tains a good portion of the center 
eut of ham. 

Q. How should this eut be pre- 
pared? 

A. The butt half of ham should be 
roasted as should any other tender 
cut of meat. Place the roast, fat- 
side up, on a rack in an open shal- 
low roasting pan and roast until 
tender in a 300° F. oven, allowing 
about 20 minutes per pound. The 
butt half of ham may also be cooked 
in liquid for variety. Cover with 
liquid (water or broth) and cook 
covered at a simmering temperature. 
allowing 30 minutes per pound.
